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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Foreworp. In all these discussions, 
please keep in mind that successful den- 
ture prosthesis results from the proper 
use or combinations of many factors ; 
that no single factor spells success, but 
that any single factor neglected or im- 
properly applied spells failure. 

Also keep in mind that successful den- 
ture prosthesis depends upon some fac- 
tors not so readily amenable to the 
dentist’s control, physical and psycho- 
logical ; and that to minimize the adverse 
influence of some factors, we must make 
some compromises. In fact, all prosthesis 
is a compromise between the normal and 
the absence of some necessary element. 


Question: 

How does the mucostatic lower im- 
pression technic compare with others 
(other impression technics) now in use, 
in view of final results? 


Answer: 

I interpret “mucostatic” to define the 
mucous membrane surface of the denture 
bearing area at rest. 

The application of any impression 
material, however applied, is liable to 
disturb that rest or equilibrium, and it 
will be increasingly disturbing in pro- 
portion to the pliability of the tissues. 
Hence, I accept the term “mucostatic” 
as merely expressive of an approachable 
ideal. 

When we contemplate that the den- 
tures function only under masticatory 
pressures and that the tissue bearing areas 
must be comfortable under such pressures, 
the “mucostatic” ideal goes out the 
window. Even natural teeth are not 
“static” when under masticatory stresses. 

If the term can be made to include 
tissues under masticatory load, I will

accept it. But we must recognize that 
mucoperiosteal tissues under functional 
load are not static ; hence we cannot ac- 
cept the term as fully appropriate. 

I sincerely believe that any open mouth 
impression technic is open to question. 
For many years, I have used nothing 
but closed mouth, under stress impression 
technic in full denture work, excepting 
for preliminary or study casts. 

If “mucostatic” can be stretched to 
include this kind of impression technic, 
my answer is that this technic affords 
superlative advantages over other tech- 
nics; not only for lower impressions but. 
for upper impressions as well. 

Question: 

Which is the better method of post- 
damming, carving on the cast or waxing 
in the mouth? 


Answer: 

The post-dam is supposed to maintain 
posteriorily the peripheral seal of the 
denture border where unstable anterior 
bearing areas produce unusual displace- 
ment of the denture under masticatory 
load; hence, the post-dam is necessary 
only in cases presenting yieldable anterior 
areas. 

I consider that “carving on the cast” 
introduces a larger element of guesswork 
than “waxing in the mouth.” If waxing 
in the mouth implies a closed mouth 
technic, I recommend this method. May 
I add this word of warning—do NOT 
depend upon post-dam to compensate 
for any error of commission or omission 
in some other factor of denture construc- 
tion or your temporary success will soon 
turn to failure. 

I recall seeing one case wherein re- 
- peated post-dams had resulted in deform- 
ing the soft palate upward almost 6 mm. 
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to compensate for error elsewhere—and 
still the case was a failure. 


Question: 

Should the lingual side of a lower 
denture ever be extended below the 
mylohyoid line? 


Answer: 

I believe that no denture border ever 
should be extended beyond the contour 
of the muscular attachments in function. 
Since the mylohyoid line is such an area 
in function, the lingual border of the 
lower denture should be limited by it. 
Remember adaptation without impinge- 
ment during function is our goal. 


Question: 

Where is the posterior border of an 
upper denture placed, at the exact pos- 
terior of the hard palate or beyond? 


Answer: 

Again adaptation without impinge- 
ment during function will determine the 
placement of the posterior border of the 
upper denture. This exact location in re- 
lation to the line of the hard palate varies, 
and is dependent upon the patient’s 
palate, throat form and ridge conditions. 
Usually this denture border will extend 
slightly posterior to the line of the hard 


palate and its posterior limit is deter- 


mined by the functional movements of 
the soft palate. 


Question: 


How should the palate relief be made, 
by scraping or by moulding in the 
mouth? 


Answer: 


All reliefs are employed solely to pre- 
vent impingement during function. 

The question as propounded includes 
but two methods of providing relief, (a) 
scraping and (b) moulding in the mouth. 
Some dentists scrape or carve the im- 
pression while others scrape or cut the 
denture base. Some mould or manipulate 
the impression material while others ap- 
ply relief metal to the cast. All these 
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technics might properly be included in 
the question. 

Unless the case presents an unusually 
prominent palatal raphe or islands of 
resistant substructure scantily covered by 
mucoperiosteal tissue or areas of exces- 
sively yielding soft tissue, the mucostatic 
impression technic will eliminate the 
need of reliefs. When relief must be 
provided, I prefer the use of relief metal 
applied to the cast. But for an old, worn 
denture, scraping or cutting away an area 
from the base affords relief.. I do not 
approve scraping or cutting the impres- 
sion because I do not approve of guess- 
work in denture construction. 


Question: 
Is there any value in relieving the den- 
ture for blood supply in the palate? 


Answer: 

Yes; again adaptation without im- 
pingement during function dictates the 
answer. To blood supply we must also 
add nerve supply. Surely, it becomes 
necessary to provide such relief if you 
have not done so in your impression 
technic. 

Blood and nerve function is essential 
to the health of the denture bearing tis- 
sues. Interference with either results in 
discomfort, trauma, and atrophy. Re- 
member always that the gum ridges were 
not originally planned to bear the load of 
mastication under prosthetic dentures. 
We must be considerate in our prosthetic 
compromise if the patient is to be happy. 


Question: 


Do you relieve for the central gum 
papilla on the upper denture and why? 


Answer: 


This central gum papilla marks the 
area beneath which the nasopalatine 
canal transmits the nasopalatine nerves, 
the terminal branches of the descending 
palatine blood vessels, and receives the 
anterior filaments of the anterior pala- 
tine nerves. Relief from impingement 
during function must be provided as 
answered in the previous questions.

Question: 

What kind of a periphery is consid- 
ered most efficient on the lingual side 
of a lower denture, a roll edge or a thin 
edge? 


Answer: 


The peripheral contour of all dentures 
is dictated by the functioning of the local 
associated attachments. In a case of 
recent extractions, the ridge probably will 
be fuller than in an old case. The fuller 
and bolder the ridge, the more definite 
will be the limiting line, hence the den- 
ture edge will be thinner; nevertheless, 
it must be a rounded edge that cannot 
irritate adjacent tissues. With a ridge 
that presents much resorption, the den- 
ture edge can be thicker to compensate 
for tissue bulk lost by atrophy. Such 
added denture bulk does not encroach 
upon normal lateral tongue space; it 
merely maintains peripheral adaptation 
during the functioning of the related 
tissues in the floor of the mouth. In some 
respects, this thickened lingual denture 
border is akin to the increased mass of a 
post-dam. Likewise, a thickened and 
rounded buccal border, whose contour 
is dictated by the tensed masseter at- 
tachment, provides an added load carry- 
ing base area that comes into function 
just at the moment of maximum masti- 
catory stress. 


Question: 

Should all undercuts be eliminated in 
lower dentures, especially in the posterior 
lingual area? 


Answer: 


If by undercuts we mean concave sur- 
faces on either buccal or lingual aspects 
of the lower denture, the answer is yes. 

Did you ever see a wash impression 
formed by these adjacent tissues in func- 
tion that presented anything but a con- 
vex surface? Wearers of dentures that 
present concave (undercut) lateral sur- 
faces will testify that such surfaces are 
annoying food traps. I have heard the 
claim made that such concave surfaces 
provide an area into which adjacent 


tissue can fold to help stabilize the den- 
ture. Don’t believe it! If that tissue in 
function fell into such concavities, food 
could not collect there; and the tissue 
would not produce a convex surface by 
its functioning. I believe that tissue 
in function should provide the pattern. 


Question: 


Can a correct centric relation be estab- 
lished if the bite is opened or closed 
beyond normal ? 


Answer: 


First let us clearly understand what we 
are talking about. 

Centric relation has to do only with 
registering the interrelationship of the 
maxillary and mandibular ridges in the 
mouth and transferring that interrela- 
tionship to the casts on the articulator. 
Relation is a term properly applied only 
to the ridges and casts. The term occlu- 
sion correctly applies only to the maxil- 
lary and mandibular teeth, since only 
teeth occlude or close together. 

There are numerous positional rela- 
tions between the two ridges at varying 
vertical dimensions. Correct centric re- 
lation, however, exists as a single entity ; 
it is not subject to variation for any one 
patient, else it becomes something dif- 
ferent. 

Our ideal in denture construction will 
be obtained by producing a balanced 
occlusion within a correct centric relation 
at a correct vertical dimension. Change 
of either factor alters the desired end 
result. 

The answer on this question is defi- 
nitely no, because there is but one normal 
vertical dimension for any patient, which 
dimension was created by natural growth 
and function. Loss of teeth does not 
alter it in later years. Conceivably, it 
might be*altered by trauma, surgery, or 
disease mutilation of muscle attachments 
or joint function. 

Correct centric relation of the jaws 
exists when the mandible is supported 
by the musculature at rest or in equi- 
librium, the position of rest. All man- 
dibular movements start from this posi- 
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tional relation. At this relation, position, 
or level, we determine rest position and 
vertical dimension. 

Centric occlusion will be established at 
a level 2 to 4 mm. above or inside rest 
position, averaging 3 mm. less than rest- 
vertical dimension. The level at which 
centric occlusion is established is a critical 
one, because only at this critical level can 
the patient utilize the maximum muscle 
power in mastication; either above or 
below this critical level, the muscles de- 
liver a diminished effectiveness. 

Omitting the one word “correct” from 
the question, then the answer becomes 
yes; that is, a centric relation exists at 
any and every level of vertical dimension 
but, directly in proportion to the vari- 
ance from “correct” the result will be 
increased inefficiency and clumsiness. 


Question: 


Is a three point balance as efficient as 
the so-called complete balance? 


Answer: 


Nature has provided the most efficient 
pattern, in my opinion, which will be best 
to follow. The three point contact is 
found in ideal natural dentures; so we 
approach that ideal as closely as possible. 
This word “efficient” in the question has 
only a mechanical connotation. We re- 
call no instance in mechanical cutting 
devices that employs the principle of 
“complete balance” in the application of 
the cutting surface. Complete balance as 
here used, compared with point balance, 
implies a continuous contiguity of oc- 
cluding surfaces without cusps, such as 
would be produced with plaster and 
carborundum bite-blocks ground to adap- 
tation in the mouth. Such occluding 
surfaces could provide a mashing device 
but not a cutting or masticating function. 

Perhaps a better term than “three 
point balance is multiple point balance, 
the points being so distributed about the 
arch as to maintain balance in all func- 
tional excursions between right and left 
and between posterior and anterior seg- 
ments of the arch. If this question is 
intended to differentiate between the use 
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and non use of cusped teeth and compen- 
sation curves, we must remember that 
all factors are subject to change through 
compromise with some other factor. 
However, I regard multiple point balance 
as being much more efficient than com- 
plete balance. 


Question: 
Would you ever set anterior teeth to 


an incisal contact? Under what circum- 
stances? 


Answer: 


Yes: (a) where the natural dentition 
originally presented such an abnormality. 
The muscles of mastication have not 
been habituated to use the protrusive 
movement for incision; hence, that pa- 
tient will not miss the advantage pro- 
vided by the normal incisive function 
gained where an overbite is available. 
(b) In a prognathous case, where 
esthetics dictate placing the lower ante- 
riors in this relation (another type of 
compromise). 

However, if this question means set- 
ting the lower incisors to occlude, in 
centric, with any lingual surface of the 
upper incisors, our answer is no for all 
other cases than those indicated in (a) 
and (b). Efficiency in the incisal func- 
tion will be served best if the incisors 
occlude only in the incisive range of 
mandibular movement. 


Question: 


Why should teeth be set in balanced 
occlusion, when most of the stress placed 


on them in function takes them out of 
balance? 


Answer: 


This question seems to have been asked 
by one who does not understand the 
term “balanced occlusion,” which de- 
mands multiple point contact in any oc- 
clusal position. 

The denture set-up must provide (1) 
balance of bicuspids and molars in centric 
occlusion—the incisors do not necessarily 
occlude in this position—and (2) a con- 
tinuous balance in the functional ranges 


of incision and trituration; that is, we 
must provide not only a balanced occlu- 
sion but also a balanced articulation. 
Where balance is provided in these ec- 
centric ranges, food stresses do not “take 
them out of balance.” 

We have all seen patients who say, 
“T can chew food on the left side but 
not on the right side!” Such a patient 
may have a splendid balance in centric 
but definitely exhibits imbalance in ec- 
centric ranges of movement. At the 
moment a bolus of food is between the 
left teeth, ‘a cuspal balance is function- 
ing along the right side; thus a func- 
tional balance prevails (food on left and 


cusps on right) while the teeth slide 
toward centric in the masticatory stroke. 
But, if the patient places the bolus on 
the right side, no compensating balance 
is provided by balancing cuspal arrange- 
ment on the left and the dentures loosen 
when masticatory force is applied. 

When balanced articulation actually 
has been provided in dentures, the inter- 
posed bolus of food does not “take them 
out of balance” ; such bolus thus provides 
a momentary balance on its own side or 
occupies a transitory space between the 
upper and lower teeth, such space being 
between the balancing points mesial and 
distal to the bolus. 


_ BRIDGE ABUTMENTS* 


Loren D. Sayre, D.D.S., Professor of Prosthetic Dentistry, 
Northwestern University, Chicago 


Question: 

What are the fundamental require- 
ments of any and all bridge abutments? 
What is the order of their importance? 


Answer: 


They must have sufficient retention 
and inherent strength to withstand the 
stresses to which they are subjected. 
They must meet the requirements of 
extension for prevention, protect the re- 
maining tooth structure against fracture 
due to leverage, the pulp against thermal 
shock, and the surrounding soft tissue 
against irritation from rough or ill fitting 
margins. They must produce an occlu- 
sion free from trauma, and the esthetics 
must be acceptable. 

The order of their importance varies 
with the individual case, Esthetics may 
be of prime importance in one instance 
while utility may be the most important 
to another individual. No bridge is of 
much value if it has poor retention, or 
is easily deformed or broken, or permits 
the remaining tooth structure to be de- 
stroyed either by fracture or caries about 
the abutment margins. Neither is a 
bridge an asset to a patient if it sets up 
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a gingival or pulp irritation which results 
in the loss of the abutment teeth. 


Question: 

What advantage does the box type 
cavity preparation have over the slice 
preparation? 


Answer: 

Dr. Wylie of Western Reserve Dental 
College has demonstrated that there is a 
greater loss of tooth structure in a slice 
preparation than in the box type. In my 
mind it is a great deal easier to produce 
a smooth, non-irritating margin in the 
box type of inlay. 


Question: 

Would the use of a non-rigid union or 
stress broken joint alter the types of 
abutments that would be used if a rigid 
union were used at both ends of the 
bridge? 


Answer: 

Yes, in many instances, particularly in 
teeth of different function, example: in 
replacing an upper first bicuspid with a 
rigid union, a three-quarter crown or 
similar preparation would be necessary 
on the cuspid, while if a stress breaker 
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were used a proximo-lingual inlay could 
be used. Usually the abutment piece 
which receives the stress breaker need 
not have as great retentive form as would 
be necessary if the union were rigid, be- 
cause it would be relieved of the leverage 
or torque stress that it would otherwise 
receive. 


Question: 

In your opinion, what is the best 
method of securing an impression for a 
three-quarter crown? 


Answer: 

Since the colloids have been intro- 
duced in securing impressions of cavity 
preparations, I am sure it is possible to 
construct a very accurately fitting three- 
quarter crown over a stone model ob- 
tained in this manner. I have always 
felt that all three-quarter crowns should 
be made by the indirect method. 


Question: 

To avoid a traumatic occlusion which 
' type of gold should be used for abut- 
ments and occlusal surfaces of dummies? 
Hard or soft? Give reasons. 


Answer: 

This question as far back as I can 
remember has been highly controversial. 
I have felt personally that hard gold 
wears down with a smooth facet, while 
the softer golds which flow to a great 
extent are battered from side to side and 
become pitted. If proper occlusion has 
been perfected in the restoration, the 
only wear we need to worry about is 


normal occlusal wear which is caused by ~ 


attrition during mastication. 


Question: 
Where should a cast feather edge crown 


"be used in preference to a cast shoulder 
crown? 


Answer : 

Principally a feather edge crown should 
be used where the pulp is large due to 
the age of the patient, and the tooth is 
excessively bell crowned. It should be 
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used where any further loss of tooth struc- 
ture would weaken the crown portion of 
the tooth to the point where fracture 
might occur or where the bulk of metal 
might endanger the vitality of the pulp, 
and last but not least where the access 
or the condition of the patient would 
contraindicate the preparation of an ac- 
curate shoulder. 


Question: 

Are porcelain inserts or inlays satis- 
factory in extensive gold abutment pieces 
as an aid in producing esthetic results? 


Answer: 

Definitely yes, where a bulk of gold is 
necessary in a replacement and consti- 
tutes a gross disfigurement, a cavity can 
be prepared in the wax pattern and per- 
fected in the finished inlay and a por- 
celain insert or inlay can correct the 
esthetics in a very satisfactory manner. 


Question: 
What is meant by “frictional reten- 
tion” in abutment pieces? Should such 


an abutment be relieved before cementa- 
tion? 


Answer: 

Frictional retention in abutment pieces 
refers to the accuracy of adaptation of 
the finished abutment piece, either inlay 
or crown to the tooth preparation in such 
a manner that it exerts a frictional rela- 
tionship to the walls of the cavity or root 
preparation and thereby maintains itself 
in position. Some force is necessary for 
its removal. If any relief is justified it is 
only that next to the pulpal wall to allow 
a greater thickness of cement to insulate 
the pulp against thermal shock. 


Question: 
How and under what conditions can a 


porcelain jacket crown be used as a bridge 
abutment? 


Answer: 

Porcelain jacket crowns can be used as 
abutments in a limited number of cases. 
First, as a rest for one end of a bridge 


either by a depression on the occlusal or 
lingual surface. Second, where a cast 
gold thimble is used extending out to the 
proximal allowing for a soldered joint 
and third, in a reinforced porcelain 
bridge. 


Question: 

What is the correct procedure in the 
cementation and finishing of bridge abut- 
ments and what protection should the 
abutment teeth have following prepara- 
tion and construction of the bridge? 


Answer: 

All preparations should be protected 
against the fluids of the mouth from the 
time they are prepared until the abut- 
ments are finally cemented to place and 
the preparations permanently sealed. 
This can be done with varnish in con- 
nection with cements or gutta percha. In 


the more extensive preparations celluloid 
tooth forms or aluminum bands can be 
employed to help hold the temporary 
protection in position. 

The interval of time between the mak- 
ing of the preparation and the final 
cementation of the abutments should be 
as short as possible for the protection 
and comfort of the patient. The prepared 
teeth must be isolated and dried but not 
dehydrated, be perfectly clean and free 
from any foreign matter at the time of 
cementation. The cement is mixed to a 
creamy consistency, both cavity and abut- 
ment piece smeared with cement and the 
abutments slowly forced to place. A 
firm steady pressure should be held 
against them until thorough crystalliza- 
tion of cement has occurred. The excess 
is then removed and, at a later date, the 
margins are thoroughly burnished and 
polished to a perfectly smooth condition.

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EDITORIAL 


PRESS PUBLICITY 


Each year some story arising from the Midwinter Meeting appears in the 
public press and invariably brings headaches to and criticism from members of 
the dental profession. Despite the careful planning and the vigilance of the 


publicity committee over the material supplied the newspapers, something ob- 
jectionable is published. 


The reasons are understandable. In the first place the Dental Society is 
anxious to keep the public tooth conscious and desires to make use of the 
opportunity which our large scientific meeting affords to ethically inform the 
public of what dentistry is doing. The press realizes that any meeting which 
attracts over 6,500 dentists should have news value. But, news must have mind 
or eye appeal—not prosaic reports of technical advances in dentistry. The 


more sensational or appealing the story can be made the more likely it will 
be accepted by the city editor. 


This year’s convention was no exception and illustrates how far afield a 
reporter can go in building up a story for popular appeal. One of the clinics 
given by the Army Dental Corps demonstrated convincingly to those who wit- 
nessed it the efficiency of preparing cavities under a stream of water directed 
upon the tooth. No claim was made that this was an innovation in cavity 
preparation or that it was standard routine army treatment. Colonel Arnett 
Matthews, Chief Dental Officer for the Sixth Service Command, was in charge 
of all the army clinics but did not participate in any of them. Yet a front page 
story appeared in a metropolitan paper of wide circulation about the new 
method the Army Dental Corps had developed for the rapid, painless filling of 
teeth. Colonel Matthews, to his amazement, found that he was the operator 
who performed the clinic and was frequently quoted in the story. The Asso- 
ciated Press gave it national circulation and since its appearance Colonel 
Matthews as well as General Mills have received numerous letters over this 
unfortunate press release of which they were innocent victims. 

It is difficult to find the means for eliminating such occurrences. The press 
committee could not have been more conscientious than it was this year. The 
army did not desire the publicity it received. The reporter wanted to write a 
story that would be published ; that he did a good job is evident by the pub- 
licity it received. It has been suggested that in the future all material written 
for and by the press be reviewed by the publicity committee before it is pub- 
lished. But that would be impractical in the busy newspaper world where 
prompt deadlines must be met—and editors would not relish such censorship. 
The profession must decide whether or not it desires publicity and if it does, 
it must assume a liberal attitude on what is published. 

Actually the story in this instance probably did more good than harm. It 
made many people tooth conscious. It probably stimulated some into seeing 
their dentist and gave him the opportunity of convincing them that his method 
of cavity preparation is efficient and satisfactory — Robert G. Kesel. 
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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


HOW MANY WAR BONDS 
DID YOU BUY? 


How much did the dental profession 
invest in bonds during the 4th War Loan 
Drive? The officers of the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the United States 
Treasury Department would like to know 
the answer. A comparative analysis of 
purchases is being attempted for all busi- 
ness and professional groups. 

The State Society bond committee, of 
which J. R. Blayney is chairman, believes 
that Illinois dentists met the quota of 
$918,600 assigned to it because dentists 
recognize bond buying not only as a patri- 
otic duty but also as a sound investment. 
However, the committee cannot supply 
the government with the information de- 
sired unless dentists report the amount 
of their purchases. 

A tear out form for this purpose was 
published on page 75 in the February 
issue of the Illinois Dental Journal. It is 
not necessary to sign the form—all that 
is wanted is a statement of the amount 
bought. Dentists are being urged to co- 
operate in the collection of this data so 
that unjust criticism may be avoided. If 
the tear out form is not available, an 
envelope containing a statement of 

-amount, addressed to the state secretary, 
Dr. L. H. Jacob, 634 Jefferson Building, 
Peoria 2, Illinois, will suffice. 


SEPARATE NAVY DENTAL 
CORPS PROPOSED 


A bill has been introduced into the 
House of Representatives that would 
direct the Secretary of the Navy to estab- 
lish a dental department in the Navy to 
function directly under the Surgeon 
General. It is proposed that one of the 
officers of the Dental Corps will serve as 
Director of Dentistry and be directly 
responsible to the Surgeon General for 
the administration of dental affairs within 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 


The Director of Dentistry will be ap- 
pointed by the President from the dental 
officers on active duty, and will be given 
the rank of rear admiral. This legisla- 
tion has been introduced by Representa- 
tive Rivers of South Carolina. 


KENWOOD-HYDE PARK MEETING 
WILL CONSIDER SULFA DRUGS 


Dr. Stanley Clark will be the speaker 
at the April 4 meeting of the Kenwood- 
Hyde Park branch which will be held in 
the Del Prado Hotel. 

Dr. Clark states that dentistry is fol- 
lowing medicine in the use of the sulfa 
drugs. Whereas, the use of some of these 
agents in medicine has become very gen- 
eral their place in dentistry has yet to be 
established definitely. However, the use 
of sulfanilamide and sulfathiazole in the 
practice of dentistry has become definitely 
established and dentists everywhere will 
do well to familiarize themselves with 
this advanced therapy. The employment 
of these drugs in dental practice is mainly 
local and while the drugs are not specifi- 
cally confined to local applications, this 
manner of employing sulfathiazole and 
sulfadiazine should be emphasized. Dr. 
Clark will discuss and demonstrate the . 
practical use of these drugs in dentistry. 


ASSOCIATION OF ENDODONTISTS 
FORMALLY ORGANIZED 


The first official meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association of Endodontists was 
held in Chicago, February 23-24. This 
title was selected from a number during 
the business meeting at which a constitu- 
tion was adopted that defined the pur- 
poses of the organization as follows: 1. To 
promote interchange of ideas on methods 
of pulp conservation and root canal 
treatment; 2. To stimulate research 
studies ; 3. To assist in establishing local 
root canal study clubs; 4. To help main- 
tain a high standard of root canal prac- 
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tice within the dental profession by dis- 
seminating information through lectures, 
clinics, publications, etc. ; 5. To create a 
greater appreciation for the pulpless 
tooth through public and professional 
education.
